conduct the hearings.

Rockefeller Jr. 


Suit May Take a Year. 

In view of the number of and wide ares 
covered by the allegations specified in the 
governments bill of complaint, it is consid- 
ered probable that at least a year will elapse 
before the taking of testimony is completed. 

The government's complaint alleges that 
not only fs the United States Steel corpora- 
tion a combination in restraint of trade but 
many of its constituent companies also are 
unlawful combinations. 

Charge Steel Monopoly. 

According to the government's complaint, 
“for the purpose of preventing further oom - 
petition and eliminating existing competition 
between sald companies.” the United States 
Steel corporation wae organized under the 
financial supervision of J. P. Morgan & Co. in 
1901 ae a holding company for them. 


Further acquisitions, including that of the | 


Tennessee Coal and iron company during 


which subsidiaries of the steel corporation 
are alleged to have been parties and inter- 
locking directorates,” with other corpora- 
tions, are cited as having contributed to at- 
fect the alleged monopilistto control of the 
steel industry by the corporation since its 
organization.

SMALLPOX ‘AND CHOLERA. 
ID you ever see anybody that had 
had smallpox? Of the 2,000,000 
people in Chicago just 146 have 
died with smallpox during the last 
ten years, and all but nine of these 
deaths occurred in the three epidemic years 
bp an the decade. Compare this with 
aes 2,472 in 1881-82, and 1,272 in 
71°72. The regular smallpox rate in the 
500 was higher than the scarlet fever rate in 
the last decade. The 1872 report says that 
there were 2,362 cases in that year. 

“The number sent to the hospital was 
72, 1,810 were quarantined at home, 145 
died—53 Americans, 33 Germans, 19 Irish.” 

The 1873 report says that there were 1,766 
cases in that year. More extended effort 
was made to vaccinate and isolate. Thirty- 
six were sent to the hospital, 1,330 were 
cared for at home, 109 died. 

One of the best illustrations of old time 
conditions is the Montreal smallpox epi- 
demic of 1885. On February of that yeara 
ng from smallpox ar- 
rived in that city from Chicago. He went do 
a hospital. On April 1 a seryant in the hos- 
pital died of smallpox and the patients who 
were there for other ailments were allowed 
to go to their homes. Within nine months 


3,164 had died from the disease. 
ye Toor of the Chicago health depart- 
for 1871 says: ‘ The following table 
will show the number of cases ofesmallpox 
for the last three months of 1871. The num- 
ber of cases for the other months could not 
be obtained. During these last months of 
1871 forty-six cases were sent to the hos- 
pital. The old cholera hospital at Thirty- 
third street and Wentworth avenue was 
used for this purpose.“ 

It would be hard to convince the people of 
today that sixty years ago smallpox was a 
matter of as little concern as scarlet fever is 
today. ! 2 

A side light is thrown on the difference 


‘between forty years ago and now by thear- 


ticle on cholera in the 1873 report. It 

pies one-eighth of the entire re- 
port. No trifling subject in that year. 
Since 1873 there has been no cholera 
in the United States except about twen- 


ty cases that got into New York in the 
Hamburg epidemic and a few cases on ships 
in New York barbor in the Italian epidemic.

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Insurance Companies 
Plan Economies. 


This week will be an important one — 
the fire insurance companies in the west. 
The Western Insurance bureau will hold its 


meeting in Pittsburg to vote on the plan cf 
coéperation recommended by the joint com- 
mittee of the bureau and the Western union. 
This agreement, if carried into effect, will 
have a tendency to reduce the expense of 
operation in the west and will, therefore, 
meet the sentiment that is being expressed 
by the state insurance commissioners. The 
agreement has already been adopted by the 
executive committee of the Western Insur- 
ance bureau. 

If the proposed scheme of cooperation is 
passed on favorably, a special committee 
composed of ve members of each org®aniza- 
tion ‘will see what can be done n the way of 
expense reductions in the large centers, It 
is likely that Chicago will be the first one 
selected for treatment. It is proposed for the 
large cities to réduce commissions to agents 
to 15. 20, and 25 per cent, the same as is paid 
In the outside field. The sharp contest wil! 
be over salaried local managers. ‘The agents 
on a commission basis claim that no satis-

Salaried offices are abolifhed. The com- 
panies having salaried managers will protest;
